Ordintzed Farmers 
Arrange Joint Drive 


Week of November Ist fixed as 
date for Campaign in three 
Western Provinces 


According to reports received 
at this office, tne week beginn- 
ng November Ist will witness 
the greatest organization cam- 
paign ever conducted ky the 
farmers’ ossociations of the 
West. ‘The campaign is to be 
carried on at the same time in 
each one of the three vv estern 
Fe eae 2s under the auspiccs of 
U. FLA. tho Sask. Grain 
Growers’ Associaticn and the 
United Farmérs of Manitoba. 
It is expected that there will be 
upwards of ten thousand can- 
vassers working under approx- 
imately six hundred district 
cdptains and forty constituency 
organizers, ‘These canvassers 
will personally visit the resi- 
dent farmers in theiz respective 
districts and solicit, from each 
one, money with which to 
finance the organization. 


Plan of Organization 


There is, in each of the three 
provinces, ‘a Ventral or Provin- 
ciai Committee. ‘he plans for 
this joint drive were arranged 
thretgh a conference of the 
“Central Committees” and with 
the consent of the various con-. 
stituoncy boards. ‘The plans 


are uniform for the three 
provinces. i fees 
Messrs, Herbert Greenfield, 


Westlock, L. M. Goetz, Red 
Deer and Snow Sears, Nanton, 


‘consticute tho Central Comm- 


ittee for Alberta. On _ the 
recommendation of this comm- 
ittee each of the twelve constit- 
uency boards has appointed an 
organizer who will have full 
responsibility for organizing 
the drive for the district. 

he constitucncy organizer— 
working with the members of 
the constitueucy boards—is sub- 
dividing all of the territory in 
the district into units of ap- 
proximately nine townships 
each and over each unit of nine 
township is placing a “District 
Captain.” The district captains 
are endeavoring to enlist the 
services of at least one man or 
woman in each one-half town- 
ship under their respective jur- 
isdictions—who will agree to 
personally visit every resident 
in the district on November Ist 
or Névember 2nd and solicit 
from each one $6.00, this $6.00 
will pay for a membership in 
the Association—a years sub- 
scription to the official organ— 
and membership dues in the 
political organization. 


A similar membership drive 
was made in Saskatchewan 
last October—and in Manitoba 
in March 1920. In the Sas- 
katchewan drive upward of 
2000 canvassers were enlisted 
and the sum of $82,000.00 was 
collected. In Manitoba about 
1000 canvassers were in the 
field and over $50,000.00 was 


secured. 


The drive to he held in Nov- 
ember has been much more 
thoroughly organized and it is 
confidently expected that up- 
wards of 10,000 active canvass- 
ers-willbeenlistedfor campaign.

KAISERGRUBER-BELGIAN 


Career of Fighter and _ Interpretat 
with Canadian Forces 


After spending 25 months in France, 
23 of them in the front line, Pte. H. 
Kaisergruber, a Belgian-born fighter, 
returned to thé Pacific Coast of Can- 
ada. He said ever since he had join- 
ed up to go overseas and fight he had 
had to make excuses for his name, but 
after convincing his superior officers 


and comrades that he was actually 
fighting ‘on the right side, they accept- 
ed him and dubbed him “The Kaiser's 
Grave-Digger,” the latter part ,of his 
name having that meaning in Ger- 
man. Kaisergruber left for overseas 
with the Princess Pats and fought 
with the original 16th Battalion, to 
which he was transferred when he 
reached England. After serving for 
nearly two years in the front line and 
escaping without a wound, he became 
physically unfit for further active fight- 
ing and was made a wireless interpre: 
ter, speaking German, French, Flem- 


{sh, Belgian and English. In 1914 he 
knew no English. 
Pte. Kaisergruber’s father was a 


doctor tn Ostend. He had a brother 
a major in the Belgian army in the 
Congo and another a captain with the 
8rd Belgian infantry. He met the lat- 
ter in Flanders while fighting. A sis-° 
ter resides in Paris, and while in the 
French capital be spent some time 
with her. The Belgian fighter’s ex- 
perlences cover the most interesting 
stages of the war’s development, and 
his stamina alone enabled him to last 
over two years. He was gassed slight- 
iy once and twice suffered from shel] 
shock, and during his entire servico 
had but seven. days’ leave.
